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According to a recent investigation, 
only 34 per cent. of industrial build- 
ings are designed and certified by pri- 
vate architects, a low and unsatisfact- 
ory figure that suggests considerable 
scope for improvement. If, as would ap- 
pear, there are still some 'hard~headed' 
industrialists who think of the archi- 
tect as one to be employed, if at all, 
to ‘beautify' the work of builders and 
structural engineers, an excellent lea- 
flet entitled ‘Your Factory; Why you 
should use an Architect', just issued 
by the RIBA, should do much to undec- 
eive them. 

In no more than a dozen paragraphs 
this sets out, clearly and concisely, 
the services offered by the architect 
to the industrialist, stressing in par- 
ticular his value as a planner, who 
will study production processes to arr- 
ive at the most efficient arrangement 
of plant, machinery and equipment, of 
delivery, storage and despatch, ami of 
the administrative and office work of a 
business. 

It is sometimes thought that build 
ings designed by private architects 
must be more expensive than those off- 
ered commercially on an ‘all-in' basis 
but, as the leaflet points out, the 
cost of design cannot be avoided and 
may be concealed in the ‘all-in' price, 
so that the client knows neither how 
much he is paying in design charges nor 
who is responsible for the design. The 
services of the private architect, who 
"py skill, knowledge and vigilance can 


save more than the amount of his fee 
on @ big scheme', have the advantage 
of being ‘direct, personal and, above 
all, independent’. 

This is excellent publicity for the 
private architect. With its attractive 
orange and white cover the leaflet in- 
vites attention, am it can hardly 
fail to produce beneficial results.
